an a Houſe for a Preacher) amounted ro about 1200 4. and the remaining 3800 J. together with 700 J. (of 

1 W other Charitable Monies given for other Purpoſes) they did, in Ocfober, 1622, lay out in a Purchaſe of Lands 
„„ 1 Hantingtonſbire, of the then yearly Value of 280 J. (co wit) 200 J. per ann. thereof, was for the ſaid Charity; 
for this Charity, and 80 J. and the remaining 80 J. per aun. was for other Charitable Uſes ; which Eſtate coſt them in all 4500. and by 
fer an. for other Charities, Entries in their then Books, it appears, that they had not then either Money or Licence to purchaſe any more

That the Perſons entitled to the ſaid Charity, conſiſting of Sixteen Poor People and a Lecturer, were always

TT the ſaid Eſtate lay remote, and was like to fall ſtill in value; the ſaid Company, in 1674. did ſell the ſaid 
Eſtate for about 4600 J. 3800 J. whereof (and no more) belonged to the ſaid Charity at N-wland; and the 
ſame was aſterwards laid out, by the ſaid Company, in the purchaſe of other Lands, in or near Hatcham and 
Deptford in Surry, where the faid Company had purchaſed other Lands for the Maintenance of other Charities- 
appointed by the ſaid Will, and they appropriated the Rents and Profits accordingly. | | 

That che ſaid Charity (without any manner of Complaint) was conſtantly maintained and ſupplied (for above 
eighry years aſterwards) till the year 1697, when clipt and other Money was fo bad, that the faid Charity 
would not receive the ſame in ſpecie, as it was paid by the Appellants Tenants. And tho in February, 1697. 
si Chariry bur there was but about one Month in arrcar, of the ſaid Charity; yet ſome Perſons near New/azd (who have a 
one month in arrear, Bill mind, as is ſuppoſed, to get the ſaid Charity into their own hands) Exhibired a Bill or Information, in the 
filed Reſpondents Names, into the Court of Chancery, complaining that the ſaid Charity was not duly paid and 

E 7 maintained, but diminiſhed and greatly in arrear, and that no Lands were appropriated for the Pgyment thereof; 

and praying an Account of the ſaid Charity-Money, and how diſpoſed ; and that there might be a Performance: 

of tlie ſaid Truſt : Unto which Information the Appellants put in an Anſwer; and the Cauſe came to be heard 

on the Twentieth of Jure, 10699, when it was refer'd to Sir John Hoskins, one of the Maſters of the ſaid 

Court, to examine and ſtate the Matter; who having accordingly ſo done, the Cauſe came on to be heard on 

iel Decree. the Thirteenth Day of December, 1701, (upon Exceptions taken to the ſaid Report;) when the ſaid Court (as 
FRETS s the Order is drawn up) did order and decree, that the Appellants ſhould make good, aad be charged with 
the ſaid 200 J. per aur. to the ſaid Charity, and pay the Arrears thereof, from the time of the Bill; which the 

faid Maſter was to compute, and tax the Reſpondents their Coſts of that Suit to be paid by the Appellants,

the Name of the Appellants, in truſt for the ſaid Charity, according to the ſaid Will. And it was thereby 

3 declared, that the ſaid Charity ought not to pay any Taxes, but the Preacher ought to pay Taxes out of hig 
en Salary, In purſuance of which Order, the ſaid Maſter made his Report on the Twentieth Day of May laſt, 

BE | | and thereby charged the Appellants with 200 J. per ann. from Lady-day, 1698, to Lady day, 1702, being four 

| years, and allowed the Appellants (as paid to the ſaid Charity in Money) no more than 166 J. 8 5. 4 per- 
ann. ſo that he reported them Debtors 164 /. 13s. 8 d. and refuſed to allow the Taxes paid by the Appellants 
for the ſaid four years, and the Repairs of the Hoſpital, and of the Eſtate at Harcham, and Loſs of Rents, 

and Charges of Receiver and Returning of Money, and Carriage of Cloaths ; all amounting to abour 70 J. 
per ann. it being inſiſted by the Reſpondents Counſel, that the Appellants were, by the faid Order, barred 
from ſuch Allowances ; and that the ſaid Order was enrolled; which was a very great Surprize to the Appellants, . 
who humbly inſiſt, that the ſaid 200 J per aun. being in Lands, did and do pay Taxes, and are ſubject to 
the other Charges and Out-goings demanded by the Appellants, who never had more than 200 J. per ann. in 

Lands, for the ſaid Charity ; and if they ſhould pay 200 J. per ann. (above the ſaid Taxes and other Out-goings) 

it would amount to near 100 J. per ann. more than the ſaid 200 J. per ann. And the Reſpondents do allow, 
that the Appellants do pay unto them 166 J. 8 5. 4 d. which, with Charges of Repairs, Receiving and Returning 

of Money, amounts to more than 200 J. per aun. beſides Taxes; ſo that the Appellants are, and always have 
been, great Loſers, by paying the ſaid 166 J. 8 s. 4 d. clear, to the ſaid Charity, out of Lands of 200 J. per 
ann. And they are likewiſe ordered to pay Coſts, altho they have been, and are like to be ſuch Loſers as 

aforeſaid, and are not in any Fault, nor ought to pay Coſts, as they. humbly conceive. .
